His S-:flions began at Juſtice- Hall in the 
Old Bailey, on Wedneſday, the 23th..of 
* YJuncz on which day a great number of 
MalefaCtors were Arraigncd and Tryed 

for ſeveral Crimes; particularly, 

A Sexton was Indicted for killing a man; the bn- 
fineſs hapned thus, T ne Boys being abroad in ÞPro- 
ce{lion, the Priſoner led one party, and meeting with 
thoſe of another Pariſh, who had a Pariſh Clarke g9- 
ing before them, thele two Leaders fell out about 
the Bounds and Limits of their reſpeQive Pariſhes, 
and ſeveral words of heat and pafiion having paſt 
between them, the Priſoner ſuddenly ſnatcht a 
Cudgel from one of his Boys, and laid the other 
Man over the Head with it, fo unlucky a blow, that 
he fraQtured his Skull, whereof he ſhortly after dicd : 
there were a multitudeof Witneſſes examined, which 
made the Trial very tedious 3 but aftera full heariag, 
the Jury brought itin Manſlaughter. 

Another perſon was tried about the Death of a 
Man, who upon a quarrel went by conſeat to aFea- 
cing-School, to play two orthree Hits at Backſword; 
Dut it was the Priſoners ill -luck to hit his Adverſary 
a little too ſeverely, ſo that it was alleadged that 
the Blows occaſioned his Death, which ia ſome time 
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alter happened; but it not being ſufficiently. proveg 
that this.was tne real cauſe, the Priſoner was ac- 
qQuitted; '»* po _- — ow | Es . 


A Boy was Caſt for his Life for Felony ; he came 
privately 1nto a Geatleman's houſz in St, Gzles's, and 
hidiog liimfelf had ſtoin'a Silver Tarkard, and two 
Silver Spoonsz but the Maid diſcoverinz him, he 
fliiy fet the Fankard down again, and flinging down 
the Maia, got out of the houſe and fled 3 but ſhe 
maſking purſuit after him, found ne was got into an 
Ale-houſe by Red Lien Fields, where he was at firſt 
denicd, but upon ſearch diſcoveredz yet had time 
enough to diſpoſe of the Spoons, which were found 
in the next Rooms and becauſe they were not taken 
about him, he had the impudence to plead Inno. 
eency : .But though he were but young in years (not 
above Fourteen) yet it appeared he had been an old 
Thief, having been burnt 1n the Hand in February 
laſt 3 ſo that he was found Guilty, 


The next was an objet of Pitty, alittle Boy a- 
bout Twelve Years of Age, newly come to be an Ap- 
Drentice at a Shop in Fleet ſireet, about the $7zx- 
teenth inftant June, being abut the time when the 
Trained Bands of Lonudox went out to Mutter, 
finding in his Maiters Diniag Room, up one pair of 
Stairs, a Muſquet which had been 1a uſe upon that 
occaſion, had a Chiiadiſh dchre to be doing ſomes
